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CATTLE,  BEH:P  and  BEEF  PRODUCTS  - ANALYSIS  OF  FOREIGN  TRADE  OP 

THE  UNITED  STaTES 


Cattlo 

• Even  in  colonial  days  tho  United  Ste.tes  sent  small  shipments  of 
cattle  to  countries  over-seas  and  for  nearly  a hundi’ed  years  after  the 
foundation  of  the  national  government  those  exports  were  maintained  at 
about  the  s:i.me  level.  The  development'  of  the  western  rr.ngcs  following 
tho  Civil  War  resulted  in  n largo  surplus  of  cattlo  which  gave  a noticeable 
impetus  to  our  export  trade.  Although  f luctua.ting  from  year  to  year, 
exports  of  live  ca.ttle  gradur.lly  increased  until  19C4  'vhen  more  than 
593,000  head  wore  marketed  abroad.  Following  the  peak  year  of  1904, there 
wa.s  a sharp  decline  until  in  1910  7/0  imi^ortod  56,000  more  cattle  than  we 
exported.  Subsequent  years  ha.ve  continued  to  shov;  a balance  in  favor  of 
imports,  average  net  imports  during  tho  last  five  yor;rs  amounting  to 
305,0(50  head  with  1929  reaching  tho  record  figure  of  537,000  head.  An 
incroo.se  in  domestic  dema.nd  and  greo-ter  competition  from  Argentina  are 
the  principal  factors  that  have  brought  about  this  rovorsal  of  position 
in  our  tra,do  v/ith  foreign  countries, 

, During  1928  and  1929,  C .nada  suxjplied  about  44  per  cent  of  our 
imported  cattlo  and  Mexico  about  55  per  cent  while  tho  remaining  1 per  cent 
which  were  mostly  breeding  cattlo  came  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
Channel  Islands.  Of  the  imjjorts  from  Canada  44  per  cent  v/ore  Imported  for 
feeding,  about  43  per  cunt  for  slaughter,  8 per  cent  for  dairying  a.nd  5 
pur  cent  for  brooding.  Practically  all  of  the  imports  from  Mexico  are  for 
feeding. 


Trade  with  our  outlying  possessions  such  r.s  Alaska,  Hawaii  and 
Porto  Rico  is  small  and  comparatively  uninxjortant . Tho  largest  single 
item  during  the  last  few  years  ha.b  been  shipments  of  Ciittlo  to  Porto  Rico 
vvhich  hoive  ranged  between  1,000  ho'.id  and  2,000  head. 

Beef  and  Beef  Products. 

B'  of  r-.nd  buef  products  have  alv'/'ays  made  uj)  a considerable  p.,rt  of 
our  agricultural  exports,  in  early  days  most  of  it  going  out  in  tho  form 
of  j)ickled  beef,  purchases  by  foreign  countries  show  a,  gradual  grov?th 
until  after  the  Civil  War.  About  this  time  frontiers  wore  pushed  farther 
and  farther  v;est  and  the  opening  up  of  these  cheap  grazing  areas  created 
a surplus  which  soon  found  its  way  into  tho  channels  of  foreign  trade, 
Exj)orts  rose  rapidly  until  they  reached  the  po'’,k  between  1901  and  19C5 
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when  average  exports  araoimtod  to  607,931,000  pounds.  But  the  Virgin  lands 
of  Argentina  and  Uroiguay  were  undergoing  the  same  devulopmont  the  United 
States  had  experienced  30  years  before  and  in  loss  than  a deceidc  supplanted 
the  United  States  as  exporters  of  beef.  The  abrupt  dov/rrw’a.rd  trend,  v/hich 
started  about  1910  v/as  only  temper- irily  interrupted  by  the  abnormal  demands 
of  the  Y/orld  War  so  that  by  1928  our  export  balo'.nce  had  entirely  disappeared, 
net  imports  during  1928  and  1929  amounting  to  31,078,000  pounds  and 
58,128,000  pounds  respectively.  As  early  as  1914,  fresh  beef  changed  to  an 
import  basis,  since  1923  canned  beef  and  during  the  last  t'./o  years  tallow 
have  shown  an  excess  of  imports, 

lluring  the  last  five  years  .average  net  imports  of  fresh  beef  omountod 
to  29,914,000  pounds  as  against,  7,868,000  pounds  during  the  five  j/ears 
immediately  preceding  the  World  War.  Average  net  imports  of  canned  beef 
during  1925-1929  reached  26,381,000  pounds  as  compared  ./ith  an  average  not 
export  of  9,392,000  pounds  during  1910-lftl4, 

Exports  of  pickled  beef  have  followed  the  general  downwr.rd  trend, 
average  net  e;-n)orts  amounting  to  11,515,000  pounds  dur  ing  the  last  five 
years,  or  only  about  ono-third  a.s  heavy  i‘.s  the  1910-14  average.  During 
1910-14,  tallcv/  showed  an  aver  ige  export  balance  of  27,787,000  pounds  as 
against  an  a.verage  net  import  of  503,000  x)Ounds  during  1925-29. 

Oleo  oil  loads  all  other  beef  products  in  volume  exported.  During 
1925-1929  foreign  countries  xDurchasod  an  average  of  87,262,000  pounds,  a 
decrease  of  25  j-jer  cent  as  comp.ired  v/ith  1910-14.  Oleo  oil  furnishes  one 
of  the  raw  materials  cf  the  oleoma.rgarine  industry  of  the  ITethorlands , 
Germany  and  Scandinavian!  countries  which  t.ake  the  major  portion-'of  our 
surplus , 

Shipments  of  fresh,  canned  and  pickled  beef  to  Alaska,  Hav/aii  rmd 
Porto  Rico  show  considerable  increase  but  those  three  possessions  together 
seldom  purchase  more  than  9,000,000  pounds  annua.lljr.  Fresh  beef  makes  up 
the  major  portion  of  the  shipments  to  Alasloi,  shipments  to  Hawaii  consist 
largely  of  canned  beef,  while  considero.ble  quo'.ntities  of  both  fresh  and 
pickled  beef  go  to  Porto  Rico,
